The book is replete with 'true gems, 
ehtning with a natural light, and not 
for the poor sake ol effect, forced and 
radialingLitb a false and tinsel glare. 
Take lor instance these lines, Irom 
one nt the poems styled, "The Old 
Year;'" 

"Does it seem strange -the strang- 
ness of dying — 

Docs It stai tie the soul, or still the 
soul's sighing? 

Do the Scythe and the Reapers come 
as in strife. 

Or come they to comfort, to bring a 
new life? 

And the river ol Death — is it chilly 
aud deep. 

Or only a lulling stream to rock gent- 
ly to sleep? 

Do the bier or the grave cause a smile 
or a tear? 

Answer me, answer me, O, dying 
year. 

I pause and I listen — am I unheard? 
Speak to me! Speak to me! Speak 
but a word.” 

The barque is now ready the tide’s 
ebbing low 

Tell me Oh! tell me the things I 
would know." 

And what true poetry pervades 
these lines from "Sighing Winds.” 
Why do yon sigh, O, sighing wind! 

Must I ask, do I ple.ad in vain? 

Thy secret — too sacred lor mortal to 
heat. 

Too hallowed for speech, to holy 
lor ear 
Of man.’ 

The above quotations are made at 
random, and we are aware that we 
have only given a very faint glimpse 
of the beauties of even the poems 
from which they are taken — snatches 
ol their melody. The entire book 
with all of its rich, deep harmonies, 
must be read to be fully appreciated. 
It is indeed delightfnl, amid so much 
ol the so called poetry of our time, to 
peruse a volume of such rare merit. 

With these observations, we close 
Put imperfect remarks upon this in- 
teresting little volume. We have 
spoken admiringly, lor we have 
spoken coqscientiously;believing that 
all who are capable of distiuguishing 
the divine light of poetry from the 
tinsel of mere verse, will agree in our 
estimate of these poems. 

The author is one of the South’s 
fairest and most accomplished daught- 
ers. She is a lady ff rare poetic gifts, 
aud what she has done is only a her- 
ald of what she can do.

RUSSIA AND BEET SUGAR. 

m Mlllloii of Arren l*ut In thn 
•mbit* --Krport to Our Coniul. 

‘ Russia hat made consiclemhin prog^ 
ress in'the sugar beef industry, accord- 
ing to .Tolin KiU'el. IJnitod Slates con- 
sul general ut SL Petersburg, who bas 
written a report, un tbe viibject for tbe 
state deportment. Tbe area under 
lieet now amounts to 810.910 ncrcs, a 
gain of 90.855 over last year. From this 
year’s area 0.008,055 tons ol beets ere 
expected nnd the quantity of sugar 
yielded Is estimated at 717.558 tons, un 
increase of 115,007 tons over 1804. Mr. 
Karel, hon-cver, thinks it unlikely tlint 
nil this crop will be refined into white 
sugar when the crop is gathered. The 
price of sugar, he says, has risen con- 
siderably, and that is probably the rea- 
son why the demand for Russian sugar 
for ex|)ort ut the Kiev market boa in- 
creased. The improvement of the in- 
ternational sugar market was caused 
principally by the rumor that tbe 
United Slates bought, nt Hamburg 100,- 
000 sacks of raw sugar of Inst yeai's 
stock, nnd Mr. Karel adds that In cuse 
the insurgents should stop entirely the 
export of sugar from Cuba, there td 
no do'ubt that the price of sugar on t be 
European markets would rise consider- 
ably because Cuba furnishes one-third 
of the total quantity of cane sugar pro- 
dueed by the whole world and onc-sev- 
enth of nil- the’ augnrin general, an<l is 
the principal source of supply of raw 
sugar for the United States, the largest 
sugar consumer in tlie world iluHcia 
exported from September 1, 1895, to 
November 24 lost, 19,200 tons of sugar.

George Kiehl, of I’arls, Las succeeded 
iu obtaining even snialldr specimens, 
and the tulSgrowu dog weighs under 
14 pounds. 'The breed is obtained by 
selecting and breeding from the small- 
est bulldogs which con be found. By 
doing this for a long period tbe diminu- 
tive dog has been obtained known aa 
the toy bulldog. The comparatively, 
small size and [tower, of the toy bull- 
dog seems to have ilTected a marked 
decrease In its natural ferocity. 

ANNAPOLIS NAVAL ACADEMY. 

Plea Pomolstsd for Its Improvsmsot— 

ApproprUtIun WsuteU from Cosgress. 

It is stated at Annapolis, Md., that 
Secretary Herbert, of the navy, will 
forward to congress early In January 
a re|>ort submitted by Commodore 
Matthews, president of the board des- 
ignated to investigate and determine 
U|x>n a plan for a complete rehabilita- 
tion of the naval academy. 

The report will state that the acade- 
my has outgrown itself and plans will 
be subniitteil for new buildings, drives, 
adornments, etc., involving an expendi- 
ture of at least $6,0(X),000. Mr. Herbert 
will urge that the entire project be ap- 
proved by congress, and that this ses- 
sion appropriate at least $100,000 with 
which to begin tbe work. He believes 
that with a moderate sum provided 
each j'car tbe academy can be tranf- 
formed Into a modern iusUtution with- 
in a few years.

Not long siuce I stood on tbe hill 
where the illustrious Lincoln first 
caught the glimpse of light. But 
there is no monument or iSudwotkby 
which it may be known, excepting the 
cabin said to contain someoi the logs 
of tbe Lincoln Cabin. Thecabin stands 
on top ol a small bill, which gradual- 
ly decends to a very beautiful valley 
on the North-west; North-east and 
South, but on the South-west a ridge 
runs back to tbe larm where my 
grand-lather, Andrew Miller, lived 
(or a number of years, and bulit his 
first house. 

East ol the cabin about fifty yards 
is a pool in a depression some twenty 
leet deep and thirty yards long by 
fitteen yards wide. The water flows 
from a cavern and runs only a few 
yards and sinks. Above the pool 
stands a large oak which must 
have sheltered Abe from sunshine 
and summer showers. The farm is 
nicely fenced and the trees and small 
growth trimmed so that it makes a 
very pretty park. But little can be 
learned from the people of Abe's 
youth. ^ 

I saw a very old lady who claimed 
to know that Lincoln was born at 
this place and others told me that be 
moved ou Kuobb Creek when he was 
not more than three or lour years old. 

The cabin is built on tbe exact spot 
where the original one is supposed to 
have stood, with old tashioned chim- 
neys and doors, and tbe window shut- 
ters are made with boards and closed 
Irom the outside While looking in- 
to that pioneer cabin I could see, in 
my imagination, a dirty, ragged.
